The city ezecutiTe oommittee met in 
adjourned session Thursday night, 
but did nothing to straighten out the 
muddle in the second ward, except to 
recommend the withdrawal of both 
candidates. Mr. M. C. Forbes, who 
was nominsted CD the faoe of the re- 
tains, ii still a candidate in spite of 
the action of the auxiliary or cam- 
paign committee, which threw out 
enouffh ballots supposed to baTe been 
t for Forbes to reverse the result 
and declared Mr. J. D. Ware the 
winner. Mr. Forbes' friends claim 
the nomination fur him ami Mr 
Ware's oupporters insist that the aux- 
iliary committee had the right to 
purge the returns and give the nomi- 
nation to Mr. Ware. Mr. Forbes re- 
fused to take depositions and denied 
the right of the auxiliary committee 
to sit as a returning board. A great 
deal of bad feeling has been engen- 
dered on both sides and as the Dem 
ocratic majority is only about 25, the 
indications are that a Republican will 
be elected. 

The following resolution has been 
adopted by the committee: 

BbsoltB), that Whereas, under the 
call we are of the opinion and de- 
cide that M. C. Forbes should be d^ 
eUred the nominee of the Democrat- 
ic party in the second ward, yet, for 
the sake of harmony we recommend 
that both J. D. Ware and M. 
Pbrbes withdraw in favor of a third 
party to be agreed on by them. 

This leaves the matter in as bad a 
shape as ever. The auxiliary com 
mittee holds that Mr, Ware was 
nominated and the executive com 
mittee that Mr. Forbes "should be 
declared the nominee. 

Unless some kind of a compromise 
is effected, neither of them can pos 
slbly b e elected.

COTTON MILLS IN JAPAN. 

The Indastrr taM Orown Rapidly In the 
snkado** Benlm. 

manufacturing in Japan is the 
growth of the last fifteen years. Not a 
cotton mill, with one exception, of 
those now In operation was In opera- 
tion prior to 1830, says the Industrial 
Record. There Is now running In 
Kagoshlma a mill of 3,030 spindles that 
has been In operation since 1808. In 
1980 and ISttl an era of cotton manufac- 
turing was lnaugurn.te<l by the erection 
of 14,000 to 15,000 splnd'e mills. In 1883 
a Ol.aOO-splndle miil was put up at 
Osaka. The mUl Is the largest ever 
erected In Japan. There are two 80,000- 
spindles, one at Toklo and the other at 
Osaka. The latter kwaUon Is the prln- 
Ipal manufacturing center iu luo em- 
pire. Nearly. U ' not fully, one d f of 
the cotton spindles are to be found 
there. The cotton mills at Osaka are 
reported aa paying areroge annual div- 
idends of 18 per cent., the highest having 
been 98 per oent. and the lowest 5 per 
cen«.

Between these two au- 
thorities we put our estimate of 500,000 
spindles. The cotton mills of Japan 
will never be able to spin from the na- 
tive oottou very fine yum. The ootton 
ia not suitable for aoytlilac but for the 
spinning of coarse jveiu,

C. A. Freeman, of 
Providence, and the late B. D. Yates, 
of Brooklyn, winning from Barker and 
losing to the others. As Wyllle has 
had highly successful tours In England 
and in Australia, it is believed that he 
has acquired a snug fortune.

MODIFICATIONS OF SHEEP. 
Aa Animal Tbat VfonM Not Snrvive 



The sheep has undergone more modi- 
fications at the hands of man than any 
ot^her anlmaL All the rest of our 
domestic animals have proved their 
capacity to reassume the habits of 
their >wlld ancestors, but no once 
tamed sheep has taken to a life of in- 
dependence. This, writes Dr. Louis 
Robinson is North American Review, 
is at first snrprlslng, because many 
klnda, such as the Scotch mountain 
sheep, and those upon the high lands 
of Chili and Patagonia, manage to live 
an J thrive with very little aid from 
their masters. Yet it Is found that 
even the hardy pampas sheep cannot 
hold his own when that aid Is wanting. 
If man were to become extinct hi 
South America, the sheep would not 
survive him half a doaen years. There 
three chief reasons for this, and all 
of them are of peculiar interest. 

In the first place, the- sheep Is, as a 
rule, a timid and defenseless animal, 
and at the same time is neither swift 
cunning. It falls an easy prey to 
meanest of the wolf tribe. A single 
coypte or a fox terrier dog oould de- 
stroy a tbousaod in a few days. Then 
it Is found that the young lambs and 
their mothers require esftecial care and 
nursing. If they do not get U at the 
critical time, the flock owner wlU lose 
them by the bundrtMi It Is a common 
thing In the Southdowns for the 
shepherd not to leave his flock day or 
night during the whole lambing sea- 
son. Lastly, scavoely any modern 
sheep shed th^ wool naturally, in the 
wa^ that tbs bone sheds its thick

Winchester, Va. Her maiden name 
was Page, and her master's name Miller 
Alexander. Her master served in^e 
revolution, and when he returned hoBie 
at its close she met him at^e gate'^d 
carried his knapsack and aooott6«- 
ments into the house. 

Her earliest recollection goes back to 
the home of her master in Prince Ed- 
ward's county, Va. While living there 
Gen. Washington stopped »t her mas- 
ter's house, but whether It was during 
or after the revolutionary war she can- 
not remember. Later the family n 
moved to Ricjimoud. That was the 
quite a small place. In 1838 her maste 
removed to Kentucky, taking his slaves 
with liim. After some years he died 
there, and the interest of the other 
heirs in the estate was purchased by 
Miller Alexander, Jr., who brought the 
slaves— ten in numbei^to Hamilton, 
IlL, and set them all free. This was 
about five years before the commence- 
ment of the civil war. MiUer Alex- 
ander remained in Hamilton till the 
close of the war and then removed to 
St. Louis, where he now resides. He 
was a model master, as was his father 
also. None of her family were ever 
sold from the plantation, and all were 
kindly treated. 

Mrs. Alexander's husband, Robert, 
died in Hamilton, la., in 1885, at the 
age of 104 years. The couple had lived 
m Iowa 10 \ ears at that time. Many 
years ago Mrs. Alexander saved $150 
and bought her husband from slavery. 

Mrs. Bobbins, of Concert street, says 
her mother died a few years a|^ in 
Keokuk at the age of 150 years. She 
loves to talk about the old plantation 
days, and the time when the negroes 
found themselves free. 

"Day was ignorant as a cat," she 
said. "Day jist went wild with joy. 
Day danced an' day sung, an' day had 
a joyful time. 01' mahrster, he feci 
awful bad. He couldnt eat an' he 
couldnt sleep, an' he jis' up an' he died. 
'Nen some uv de niggers day got shot, 
\»ee de white people day not lak sich 
carryins on. We all 'fraid at night. 
Many de time," she added, "1 wuked 
in de house in de momin' an' in de fiel' 
all day for 35 or 50 centa, an' sleep out 
doahs all night, 'ease I feared to sleep 
in de cabin.

Six Million iM^ij^rished in the 'Bat- 
tles of th« Last Century. 
Dr. Lageneau, of the French 
Academy of Mediciap, has been mak- 
ing an estimate of the deatha by the 
wars of Frft£oe for the iSst 
century, says the New Tofk 
Sun. He finds that the C*W1 
wars of the end. of the eiKhtaafltih. 
century and of the republic up to 
and including the ye^irlSOO cost the 
lives of more than 2,120,000 French- 
men. Froffl'the jear 1801 to Water- 
loo, when Prance was flighting Eu- 
rope in arms, more than 3,150,000 
Frenchmen were engaged and near- 
ly 2,000,000 perished. Under the 
restoration, Louis Phillippe and the 
second republic, when there were 
campaigns in Spain, Greece and Al- 
giers, the army Included less than 
215,000 men, and the loss In battle 
was only 22 a thousand. Even in 
the brilliant African campaigns the 
mean annual loss was less than 150 
men. 

Next came an era of frequent and 
bloody wars, the war in the Crimea, 
the war In Italy, the v ar in China, 
the war In Mexico, and finally the 
war with Prussia. Out of rather 
less than 310,000 French soldiers 
sent to the Crimea 95,615 perished. 
Of the W,,(m that took part in the 
Italian war nea<-ly 19,000 perished. 
Nearly 1,000 peinsbed in the expedi- 
tion to China. The medical statis- 
tics of the French in the war of 
1870 have not been published, nor 
have those of the Mexican undertak- 
ing. The effective strength of the 
French In 1870-1 was 1,403.000 men. 
The number lost is not positively 
known, but It is believed that the 
wars of the second empire cost 1, - 
600,000 lives. Dr. Lageneau esti- 
mates that the small wars of the 
third republic have been fought at 
comparatively small cost of human 
life. He estimates the total loss 
for the century to hare been 6,000,- 
000 men, moatljjoung.

Bequests of hearts haTe bean bjr no 
means uncommon. Richard Cosnr de 
Leoo bequeathed bis heart to the oanona 
Ol Bonen oathedraL and tn July, 1838, 
this remaricable relio was onoe again 
brod^ht to li|^t after the lapse of six 
oenturiesi the heart, which U said to 
hare been surprisingly large, saye 
Temple Bar, was indoeed in boxes of 
lead and sllrer, and wttKsred, as it wu 
described, to the semblance of a faded 
leaf. 

Bmce's heart waa, by his dying wish, 
intrusted to Douglas to fnlflU a row, 
which be was unable to ezaoute in per- 
son, of visiting the sepolchre of Christ. 
Douglas, "tender and true," promlsad 
to fuiail his sovereign's last request, 
and after Bruce's death, having re- 
ceived the heart incased in a casket of 
gold, set forth upon his mission. Pro- 
ceeding to Spain, however, he fell in 
the thick of a flight with the Moors, 
having previous to his final charge

was brought t<i S -otl.md and burled 
along w-lth the bones of Douglas in the 
Abbey of Melrosu. When the remains 
of Bruoc wore disinterred at Ihiaferm- 
Une, in 1S19, the breastbone waa feund 
sawn through so as to permit of the re- 
moval of the heart.
